SPORT HAS ITs 
ROMANTIC FEATURES 


The story of Soccer 
Football can never be 
told without inspiring 
within us a pride of 
achievement, a sense of 
respect for those who 
have gone before, and a 
better understanding of 
the needs of youth. 
There is a wealth of 
romance in the story of 
how the world’s greatest 
and most popular sport 
evolved. 

The process of experi- 
mentation, of trial and 
error, has grown into a 
‘wonderful exercise for 
mind and body. 

Football history be- 
gan on October 26th, 
1863 in the Freemasons’ 
Tavern, lLincoln’s Inn 
Fields in London. Eleven 
clubs met to form the 
Football Association. 

The clubs were: 
Kilburn, Barnes, War Of- 
fice, Crusaders, Forest, 
Percival House, Crystal 
Palace, Blackheath, 
Kensington School, 
Surbiton and Blackheath 
Prep School. 

The forerunners of to- 
day’s mighty Football 
Association set to work 
to establish a code of 
laws for the game. 


THEF.A. | 
CHALLENGE CUP 


The decision to estab- 
lish an F.A. Challenge 
Cup was made at a meet- 
ing held on the 2nd of 
duly, 1871. All member 
clubs weré invited to 
compete. It was decided 
that the Cup should not 
eost more than 20 
jpounds. 

In the first year of the 
Cup, 15 entries were re- 
ceived. By 1876 the total 
had risen to 37. During 
this year, whilst it was in 
the possession of Aston 
Villa, the original Cup 
was’ stolen from a sports 
outfitters shop in ‘Bir- 
mingham. Although a re- 
ward of 10 pounds was 
offered, the Cup was 
never recovered. 

The F.A. Cup com- 
petition really set foot- 
ball on its speedy climb 
to national popularity. It 
was not long before the 
County associations 
started affiliating them- 
selves" to the F.A. By 
1885, 29 county organ- 
isations belonged to the 
association. 


THE AMATEUR CUP 


The F.A. did not 
neglect the amateurs, 
however, although it was 
obvious that the ele- 
ments of amateurs and 
professionals would need 
to be conducted sep- 
arately. 

A revolutionary 
change was the introduc- 
tion of the F.A. Amateur 
Cup Competition in 
1893. In that year the 
entries totalled 81.

thousand letters each 
week from all parts of 
the world. 

They have a staff spe- 
cially employed to cope 
with as many letters as 
possible and some weeks 
they manage to reply to 
most of them. 

The wage bill just for 
that service is enormous. 
Then the official club 
programme at home 
matches is a well prepar- 
ed effort which takes 
much time and personnel 
and according to the 
match they print be- 
tween 30,000 and 
70,000 copies. 

Many thousands are 


-sent regularly to support- 
_ ers all over the world. 


I can speak of Ar- 
senal. I would be hap- 
py to see as many spec- 
tators at a State League 
game as there are Arsenal 
supporters receiving the 
club’s programme reg- 
ularly in Australia.

Another of the Victorian Soccer stalwarts born 
within a stone's throw of an English League club’s 
ground, Brian Cubitt learned to love the game in 
Grimsby, Cleethorpes area of Lincolnshire. g 

Grimsby Town’s home ground, Brearton Avenue, 
is situated ih the twin town of Cleethorpes, where the 


Cubitt family lived. 

Grimsby is a big fish- 
ing port and it was nat- 
ural that Brian’s father 
should be involved with 
the sea. He was bo’sun 
‘on a fishing trawler. 

At the age of eight, 
war broke out and 
Brian’s father was put on 
steel erection at various 
aerodromes. The family 
moved about quite a bit, 
living in.Scunthorpe, Car- 
lisle, Stockton on Tees 
ete., until the war ended. 


BACK TO SCHOOL 


Brian returned to 
Cleethorpes and went on 
to complete his educa- 
tion at Bancroft Street, 
where he represented the 
school at soccer, as an 
accomplished right half. 

After schooldays, he 
was apprenticed as a 
motor .mechanic, but 
studied hard and joined 
ICI and later the Birds 
Eye company, qualifying 
as a plant engineer. 

During all this time he 

carried on playing soccer 
and figured in every divi- 
sion of the Grimsby and 
District Football League, 
with Cromwell Rovers, 
Victoria Rovers and 
Scarthoe Wanderers. 
' Whilst with the latter 
team, he won his one and 
only championship tro- 
phy, in 1959. ; 

In 1956, he married a 
Grimsby girl, Maureen, 
who has presented him 
with four delightful chil- 
dren.

In addition to all the 
junior work, Brian still 
finds time to work with 
First team coach Ted Dil- 
worth, as assistant coach, 
as’ well as playing in he 
Thirds. 

He told the writer 


that he had enjoyed 
every minute of his as- 
sociation with soccer, 
both here and overseas.

The big names in Sydney soccer are retiring thick 
and fast and the latest to announce his retirement at 
the end of the current season is Apia’s brilliant 
veteran winger Georgie Blues. 

On the eve of his club’s major semi-final clash with 
Hakoah at the Sydney Sports Ground last Sunday, 
Blues announced he would hang up his boots at the 


end of the season. 

Following Manfred 
Schaefer's announcement 
last week that he was on 
his last roundup Blues 
announcement comes as 
a shock and he will be 
missed from the Sydney 
scene. : 

However before Blues 
made his announcement 
he had obviously talked 
the matter over thor- 
oughly with his Apia boss 
Tommy Anderson. 

With the result being 
that Blues will be see- 
onded on to Ander- 
son’s coaching panel at 
the Apia club next year. 

His experience will be 
valuable to the Apia 
youngsters and under the 
shrewd guidance of An- 
derson, Blues should de- 
velop into a useful coach. 

The evergreen winger,

A Scottish youth in- 
ternational, Blues was 
also a member of the 
Australian team of the 
successful World tour in 
1970, playing in all but 
two of the 15 matches. 

But in his long career 
he has played for a num- 
ber of well chosen clubs. 

Blues joined Scottish 
First Division club Fal- 
kirk as a 16 year old then 
moyed on to Berwick 
Rangers before going to 
South Africa where he 


played for Germiston 
Callies and Durban’ 
Spurs. After five years 


in the South African Na- 
tional League, he was 
recommended to Apia by 
Vernon Wentzel and ar- 
rived in Australia at the 
start of the 1969 season. 


With Blues living up 
to his reputation Apia 
went on to beat St 
George 3-2 in the cham- 
pionship Grand Final. 

An interesting factor 
is that his present Apia 
boss Tommy Anderson 
played in the defeated St 
George team that day! 

Blues seemed set for a 
long international career 
after being selected for 
the Australian team, the 
following year. 

However, a _ severe 
groin injury in 1971 kept 
him out of action for 
most of the 1972 season. 

Blues’ retirement now
